MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 8 (AP).—Ed- 
ward S. Moore Sr., prominent turf- 
man from Sheridan, Wyo., reported 
to police tonight that masked rob- 


bers seized more than $200,000 of 
jewelry from him and Mrs. Moore 
late today. 

The Moores were returning from 
Hialeah racetrack to their yacht, 
Big Pebble, tied up at the Nautilus 
Hotel docks at Miami Beach, when 
the robbery occurred. 

Moore said the robbers’ car, con- 
taining two men, forced his chauf- 
feur, Horace Clark, off the road in 
North Miami and made away with 
$90 in cash from him, $130 from 
Mrs. Moore and the jewelry. 

The Miami Herald said the rob- 
bery was the largest in Miami’s 
jhistory. 

Moore is a director of the Ameri- 
can Can. Co., and the National Bis- 
cuit Co. He makes his home at 
Circle M Ranch near Sheridan. 
Moore said the loot included Mrs. 
Moore’s diamond ring bearing 20 
carats and a double string of 
matched pearls she was wearing. 
He declined to identify two oth 
women who were in the car, but 
said the robbers fled without tak- 
ing their jewels. He said the jew- 
elry was fully covered by insur- 
jance.

Consequently, the bill as passed 
contained all its original provisions 
but also these restrictions: 

A limit of $1,300,000,000 on the 
value of American defense items 
already on hand or under appro- 
priation which may be sent 
abroad.

A time limit of two years on 
the President’s power to make 
contracts for delivering military 
equipment to other nations, and 
of five years on the execution of 
these contracts.

LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 8 (AP).— 
George King, 7 years old, was. in 
béd tonight being fed hot drinks 
to fight off a cold. 

He admitted he was a:“little bit 
scared” when he ‘became trapped 
on an ice cake floating down the 
Merrimack River today. But he 
wouldn't concede too much. 

“IT was a good man, though, 
wasn’t I?” was his greeting to po- 
licemen who rescued him in a boat 
after he had floated more than a 
quarter of a mile down the river. 
George’s older brother, Willie, 12, 
jumped to safety just as the ice 
cake broke loose near the shore 
and moved toward mid-stream. 
Before running for ‘help, Willie 
shouted to George to “sit down and 
don’t move.” And when police fi- 
nally reached him a half hour later, 
there was George — shivering, 
chilled, and almost speechless—but 
still sitting down. 

“It’s lucky that he kept seated,” 
said Police Inspector Andrew 
‘Hunter, who directed the rescue. 
“Tf he moved even inches, tHe 
chances are the ice would have 
broken under him. » 
“The ice cake was 25 feet wide 
originally, but was narrowing all 
the while the boy was on it. When 
we reached it, about seven feet had 
fallen off. 

“George was a good little sol- 
dier, and didn’t make a move until 
we told him to. We threw a rope 
with a lasso. He tied it around his 
waist under his arms. The ice was 
so thin that we were afraid it 
might crack and send him into the 
water as he moved slowly. to: the 
boat.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP) —

ISH THREAT OF BOMBING 
REPORTED MADE TO BULGARIA 


Warning of R. A. F. Action if German Army 
Crosses Border Said to Have Been Given 
by Legation at Sofia. 


SOFTA, Bulgaria, Feb. 8 (AP). 
REAT BRITAIN has informed 
Bulgaria that its military .ob- 
jectives will be subject to 

aerial bombardment if the German 

army crosses into Bulgaria, diplo- 
matic quarters reported tonight. 

The declaration was understood 

to have been made by the British 

Legation here, but no comment 

was available from that quarter. 


Further, the British were report- 
ed to have asserted that Britain 
would like to spare Bulgaria, but 
that passage of German troops 
through this country naturally 
would necessitate British military 
action, even though it would be 
“distasteful” to the British to bomb 
Bulgarian territory. 


The British Legation was under- 
stood to be ready to leave Bulgaria 
at a moment’s notice. 


Still other diplomats said that 
Soviet emissaries were en route to 
Bulgaria to discuss with the Gov- 
ernment the possibility that Ger- 
man troops soon may seek to cross 
this nation to get at Greece or Tur- 
key. 

Bulgarian leaders were under- 
stood to have sought to establish 
a Russian stand in such an eventu- 
ality to determine what, if any, help 
Russia might provide in case Bul- 
garia resists the Nazi army. 

In Istanbul, the official Turkish 


ress, which has been insisting that 

ulgaria would not grant troop 
passage to the Nazis, now says it 
might submit. 

“It is impossible for Bulgaria to 
resist,” said the newspaper Ikdam, 
which often is inspired from the 
highest ofifical sources, “unless she 
is sure of military aid from Eng- 
land, money from America and 
other help from the Soviet.” 

Bulgaria had three possible 
courses, Ikdam asserted—to refuse 
German demands and fight, to col- 
laborate with Germany, or to pro- 
test but allow the Nazis to go 
through. 

“Only a change in the entire Bul- 
garian Government would bring 
willing collaboration,” the newspa- 
per added. 

“The greatest possibility is the 
third one—to protest and nothing 
more. This would make Bulgaria 
another Rumania—then British air- 
planes would bomb Bulgaria and 
Rumania, 

“The Bulgarians are too patriotic 
to desire such a situation. Eng- 
land and her allies, we repeat, 
must do everything they can im- 
mediately to support Bulgaria po- 
litically and militarily.”

Let Backers Down 
in Trip to Britain.

EAR Mr. Willkie: You got a 
Derest reception in England. 

You got it because an impres- 
sion somehow had been given, or 
aroge, that you were there as the 
bringer or forerunner of great gifts 
~for those tortured souls the 
greatest gift of all—the injection 
of your country into their war. It 
shows great generosity—vicarious 
generosity with the blood, tears and 
treasure of Americans—and, if you 
are not authorized, a considerable 
recklessness with British hopes and 


‘fears. You must know that while 


only a large majority favors such 
aid to Britain as we can give— 
provided, it will strengthen and 
not weaken our own defense. and 
that it will not get us into war— 
at least 85 per cent of our people 
still strongly oppose. our getting 
into this war. 

You must know that if any such 
statements as you and President 
Roosevelt are making now had 
been made before election by either 
alone, the man who made them 
would have lost millions of votes. 

This is very distressing to some 


of your new political faith who at 


great sacrifice, were foremost in 
your support and.to' whom, in pri- 
vate, you expressed convictions 
against involvement in this war, 
much stronger than those which 
you expressed in public. 

Trusted “Blindly. 


Some of them should have been 
warned by your reasons for this 
reticence expressed to them—that 
you, had to get “in” to be effective, 
that you could not go “too strong” 
on your beliefs without antagoniz- 
ing the New York metropolitan 
press, daily, weekly and monthly. 
Some of them shuddered and vig- 
orously expressed their views to 
you orally and in writing, but they 
were such crusaders.for you that 
they. regarded your timidity. as ill- 
considered strategy in the throes 
of a hot contest by a really fear- 
less idol who could not have feet 
of clay. Just hicks and yokels is 
what they turned out to be. They 
trusted blindly. 

But the poor boobs helped ¢le- 
vate you and would. have elected 
you if, in the hands of the influ- 
ences. you feared, you had not 
turned out to be such a complete 
nullity of independent thought and 
courage in your addresses to what 
you called the “Amurricun Pee- 
pul.” Now you have availed your- 
self of that elevation to go to Eng- 
land and “see for yourself.”

Britain can help to stop him.

Did you do that? You did not. 
You took a banker and a publicity 
expert. Did you explore that harsh 
practical end of our problem and 
England’s? It is the only end 
worth while. No. You explored 
the emotional end, the terrific dis- 
tress, the splendid fortitude, the 
unquenchable courage. You wept, 
deplored, applauded.

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HOW A BLACK MAN KEPT 
FROM: CONTROL OF VICHY 
Adolphe Eboue, Native of Martinique and 
Civil Governor of Chad, First to Declare for 


‘Free France,’ Touching Off Spark of Re- 
volt in Congo.

DOUALA, French Cameroons’ (By Plane and Ship From Africa) 
ERE, in this Cameroons colony and in adjacent French Equatorial 
Hasia. lies. the front the world has forgotten about. Of all the 

colossal French colonial empire, these two possessions constitute 
the only first-rank, extensive geographical units which have never re- 
nounced. the French republic and have stood loyally by the “Free 
France” of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 

Where the governors and military 
leaders’of Syria, Algeria,“West Afri- 
ca and Indo-China accepted the 
leadership of the Vichy Government 
these vast Central African colonies 
contributed ndtably to recent Brit- 
ish victories in Libya. What’s much 
more startling is the fact that they 
may well have saved a large part of 
Africa for Britain and its allies— 
and a good many experts still insist 
this, war will be won in Africa. 

More than any other individual 
or group of individuals, one man 
saved the vast resources of the 
French Congo for “Free France.” 
Through an almost incredible bit 
of poetic justice the man who did 
this was a black man, a native of 
the French West Indian Island of 
Martinique. The French republic 
had educated him and reared him 
in both social and political equality. 
It had made him a trusted leader 
of its colonial civil service in West 
Africa, a chief administrator in 
Guadaloupe and finally the civil 
Governor of the extremely strate- 
gical province of Chad in northern- 
most Equatorial Africa. Because of 
this, Adolphe Felix Sylvestre Eboue 
became the first man anywhere in 
the far-flung French colonial em- 
pire to strike a decisive blow 
against the Axis. 


Governs All of French Congo. 

Today six-foot Adolphe Eboue is 
Governor-General, not merely of 
Chad Province, but of all French 
Equatorial Africa, with its 912,049 
square miles of territory, a kingdom 
which is probably dozens of times 
larger than any black man has ever 
ruled over before. It is his job to 
govern 3,500,000 natives and many 
thousands of whites as well, but he 
enjoys the unqualified respect of 
Frenchmen and natives alike. Aft- 
er all, he is a Frenchman. 


In the first days of last Septem- 
ber, Eboue was in charge of sprawl- 
ing Chad Province, the fateful link 
—or barrier—between French West 
Africa (then about to repulse the 
overtures of Gen. de Gaulle) and 
the overwhelmingly important An- 
glo-Egyptian Sudan, with its rich 
cotton-growing valleys of the 
White and Blue Niles. If the pro- 
Vichy French authorities in Dakar 
could browbeat Civil Governor 
Eboue into falling in line and 
abandoning Chad to the Govern- 
ment of Petain and Laval, German 
and Italian troops might one day 
invade the Sudan from Chad and 


so conquer Egypt from the rear, | 


military center in North-Central 
Africa. Air lines both from Tim- 
buctoo to the West and from Brit- 
ish Nigeria to the Southwest con- 
verged at Fort Lamy, then con- 
tinued on the direct route to, Brit- 
ain’s Sudan fortress of Khartoum. 
Fort Lamy was also a vital center 
for French African troops. With 
these facts clearly in mind, Dakar 
informed Eboue that emissaries 
from Vichy were en route to Fort 
Lamy and ordered him to declare 
adherence to Vichy at once, 


Reply to Dakar. 


Close friends here describe Eboue 
as a man of exceptional —— 
ness and will power. He lied 
to Dakar entirely im character, 
sending back word that no emis- 
saries of the traitorous Vichy Gov- 
ernment would be received by him, 
that none of them would be allowed 
inside Chad Province, and that any 
or all who set foot within his 
province would be arrested on the 
spot for treachery. 


Simultaneously, without consult- 
ing any neighboring provinces of 
the French Congo and without go- 
ing into a huddle with politicians 
anywhere, Eboue announced offi- 
cially that Ghad had joined the 
“Free France” movement. All his 
troops, white officers and native 
men, stood by him. It was the 
first “revolt” anywhere in the 
French colonies.. Incidentally, none 
of the Vichy emissaries were so 
lion-hearted as to attempt to enter 
Chad. There, for the first time, 
Gen. de Gaulle had French soil on 
which he could fight. 


The leadership of Martinique’s 
native son touched off the spark 
which prompted all of French 
Equatorial Africa to declare its 
fidelity to the French republic. It 
paved the way, especially in the 
capital of Brazzaville, for the ar- 
rival of another loyal Frenchman 
shortly afterward. He was Gen. 
de lLarminat, formerly. French 
chief of staff in Syria. He reached 
the French Congo in disguise but 
found that most Frenchmen there 
were completely in accord with 
Eboue’s action in Chad. Grave 
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bostile invasion,” he wrote. “The

On Oct. 10, 1883, shortly before 
moving to Cheyenne, he married 
Miss Dollie Burhans of Ionia, Mich. 
Two sons, Isaac B. and Winslow B., 
were born to them. Mrs, Van De- 
vanter died in 1934. She had seen 
her husband advanced by four Re- 
publican ‘ Presidents. Benjamin 
Harrison made him a justice of the 
Wyoming territorial supreme court 
in 1889; William McKinley named 
him an assistant attorney general 
of the United States, attached to 
the Department of the Interior, in 
1897; Theodore Roosevelt gave him 
a Federal Circuit judgship in 1903 
and William Howard Taft promot- 
ed him to the Supreme Court in 
1910. He began his duties on the 
high: bench in January, 1911. 

Opinions Covered Wide Range. 

The opinions he delivered over 
the more than 25 years he spent 
there, covered a wide range of in- 
tricate legal questions. Generally he 
prepared them at his apartment, 
working in his study after doffing 
coat, vest, collar and tie while he 
puffed at a pipe. His opinions 


jwere clear, strong in logic and 


founded upon wide research. 

Among his earlier decisions up- 
holding the Federal Safety Appli- 
ance Act for interstate railroads, 
and indorsing the power of Con- 


carriers for injuries to employes 
engaged in interstate commerce. 
In 1929, when he attained the age 
of 70, he considered retiring, but 
was persuaded to continue on the 
bench by Chief Justice Taft. After 
Taft resigned, he again considered 
quitting. It was related that Jus- 
tice Brandeis, whose views gen- 
erally differed from Justice Van 
Devanter’s, led the arguments that 
kept him at work until 1937. 

Up to his final term, which be- 
gan in October, 1936, he voted 
against the administration in 12 of 


the 13 major cases which came 
before the court. His lone excep- 
tion was the TVA vase which, with 
the gold clause finding, constituted 
the only early victories for the 
administration. The TVA decision 
upheld the right of the Tennessee 
Valley. Authority’ to sell electric 
power in competition with private 
corporations within the territory

HE so-called lend-lease bill gives the 
President the power, «through his

(1) To manufacture in arsenals, 
factories and shipyards under United 
States governmental jurisdiction, or - 
otherwise procure, any defense 
article for the government of any 
country whose defense the President 
deems. vital to the defense of the 
United States;

HE Court of St. James’s has seen a colorful and marked variety of American 
Envoys, Ministers and Ambassadors to Great Britain and, as a-reflection of 
the changing times, the next will be John Gilbert Winant of New Hampshire, 


former preparatory school teacher, former Governor, former chairman of the Social 


Security Board and former Republican, turned New Dealer. 


At present he is 


director of the International Labor Office, whose headquarters have been shifted 
from Geneva to Montreal. He will be 52 years old on Feb. 23. 


Winant does not fit the pattern made by 
United States Ambassador to London since 
the first World War. His predecessors were 
John W. Davis, lawyer; George Harvey, edit- 
or; Frank B. Kellogg, Senator and later 
Secretary of State; former Yice-President 
Charles G. Dawes, banker; former Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon, banker 
and industrialist; Robert W. Bingham, pub-

Clement Attlee and 
Harold Laski, who even now are working for 
a “new England” after the war.. 

From the time he was elected to the New 
Hampshire Legislature-in 1917, when at the 
age of 28 he introduced the State’s first

This demand definitely is not of the pork barrel 
variety. Mrs: George Gelihorn, Jacob Lashly and 
Jchn C. Tobin, the members of the St. Louis com- 
mission, base their decision on real need. 

Fley estimate that in St. Louis at least $3,372,112 
will be necessary for direct relief alone in the next 
two years. This estimate is conservative. Approxi- 
mately the same amount was available in the last 
biennium, and it was not nearly enough. 

The Social Planning Council estimates that at least 
$4,647,876 will be needed here. Mr. Tobin admits the 
estimate is “reasonable and conservative.” Yet for 
the whole State, the Social Security Commission has 
asked only $7,320,000 for direct relief!

‘Neither can get far nor long thrive 
among a-people who have learned to think for 
themselves and who have the courage to act as 
they think.”

S there still a frontier in our country? 
| In this time of national emergency, what 

are the undeveloped land resources of the 
United States? Can homeless people with 
determination find places where the earth 
will respond to plow and water and seed? 
What has become of the public domain, that 
vast Federal holding which once encom- 
a three-fourths of the country’s sur- 
ace 


Today, late in the second century of our 


national history, title to 395,000,000 acres of 
America’s land continues to rest with the 
Government. Virtually all this enormous 
chunk of Federal real estate, won through 
conquest, exploration and purchase, is con- 
centrated on the sundown side of the Con- 
tinental Divide. Half the land of the 11 
states of the Far West—California, Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Utah, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Wyoming and Colo- 
rado—is the undisputed property of the 
United States Government. 


In any ie - the mation! s possibil- 


ities this immense wilderness must be con- 
sidered. It includes sagebrush flats in 
Colorade and Nevada that are measured by 
horizons rather than miles. In Oregon and 
Washington it is a limitless counterpane of 
evergreen trees. California's high uplands 
are part of its fastnesses, and so are moun- 
tain meadows in Montana and grassy swales 
in Idaho. It stretches all the way from the 
crags frowning down on the Pacific to the 
Rocky Mountain ramparts which face the 
Great Plains. 

Many generations of Americans have un- 
derestimated the inexhaustibility of the 
Western wilderness. 

Men of intellect as well as men of rifle 
and sword have looked for the ragged fringe 
marking colonization’s permanent halt. In 
the year 1941 A. D. is there such an element 
in our national life as an American fron- 
tier? What kind of frontier is it? Can the 
victim of submarginal farming conditions 
elsewhere, the tenement dweller from the 
crowded cities of the Atlantic seaboard and 
the refugee from the tyrannies of Europe, 
still trek West and make a living off the soil? 
How much of the public domain and other 
lands between the Rockies and the coast 
can be put to use? What must be done to 
make ‘these lands usable? Who is going to 
do the job?

a new frontier in the Far West. Malheur 
County is twice as large as the State of Con- 
necticut. Between 1920 and 1930 the popu- 
lation of the country increased 3.3 per cent. 
But between 1930 and 1940 the increase was 
many times that—75.8 per cent. Irrigation 
made the difference. 

Letters arrived from every part of the 
country—from Cincinnati and from Boston, 
from St. Paul and from Akron. — Settlers 
trekked in. They cleared the sagebrush 
and planted clover, potatoes and sugar 
beets. Green fields spread out on the waste- 
land like a carpet slowly unfolding. Water 
bit into the edge of the frontier and dis- 
solved it. In the Malheur County town of 
Nyssa a $2,500,000 .beet-sugar refinery was 
built. Hundreds of men were put to work. 
Stores sprang up to provide goods and serv- 
ices for the people cultivating the land. The 
county’s population grow from 11,269 to 
19,756.

For the past six years the National Re- 
sources Committee has been at work in the 
Far West, classifying land which can be put 
to use, land which may some day be needed, 
as Herbert Hoover foresees, not only to sus- 
tain settlers in the United States but to 
feed the population of an exhausted post- 
war Europe. 

A Government committee headed by Dr. 
Harlan H. Barrows, chairman.of the geog- 
raphy department at the Uhiversity of Chi- 
cago, is now at work in the West studying 
how to improve conditions for people who 
will settle there in the near future.

The principal argument boils 
down to the contention that the 
bill gives altogether too much pow- 
er to the President. The same end 
—aid to Great Britain—could be 
served just as well, it is said, 
through the outright grant of a 
credit to Great Britain. This line 
of thought was developed in the 
minority report of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee. If a credit, 
say of $2,000,060,000, were gr anted, 
the President would not have “the 
absolute power over every con- 
cern in this country manufacturing 
war materials.” Thus, says the re- 
port, the President would not be 
permitted to become “the director 
of the war in England, a position 
which is fraught with great dan- 
ger to the American people. If 
we assume the direction of the 
war, we underwrite the success of 
the war. The ultimate result must 
be the American people will pay 
the full costs of the war, and that 
means we will be obligated to put 
our material resources and our men 
into the struggle.” 

Limiting Amendment. 

The opposition cry that the bill 
would permit the President to strip 
this’ country of its defenses was 
met yesterday in the House by the 
adoption of an amendment limit- 
ing the defense articles that may 
be transferred—articles already ex- 
isting or appropriated for — to an 
amount not exceeding in value 10 
per cent of the current: fiscal 
year’s appropriation for defense 
purposes. The amendment was of- 
fered by the administration forces 
themselves and was promptly ac- 
cepted by a viva voce vote. It 
was estimated by both sides that 
the effect would be to hold trans- 
fers of military and naval stocks 
“on hand or on order” to approxi- 
mately $1,300,000,000. 

The amendment was a substitute 
for one which earlier had been of- 
fered by Representative Taber of 
New York, ranking Republican 
member of the Appropriations 
Committee, proposing a limit of 
$500,000,000 on the transfers of de- 
fense items now on hand or to be 
created out of current appropria- 
tions. 

Representative Taber demanded 
“a ceiling upon the things that 
may be sold, traded or given away 
that belong to the Army, the 
Navy and the Marine Corps.” In 
an unexpected maneuver, the 
House leadership countered with its 
own amendment, to which Taber 
assented. He was satisfied to go 
along with the administration pro- 
posal, he said, “because it does not 
permit havoc to be played with 
these things that we have and 
will have in our Army and Navy, 
and does not destroy our own Ca- 
pacity to defend the United States.” 

“Fri Limitation.” 

Thus the House took ce 
of one of the principal criticisms of 
the bill, in what was described by 
Speaker Sam Rayburn as a 
“friendly limitation” on the pow- 
ers proposed for the President. 

As was told in a previous dis- 
cussion of the lend-lease bill on 
this page, the President has dis- 
missed the notion that he would 
“give away the American Navy,” 
or do. anything else to impair the 
defense of the United States, as 
too preposterous for serious rebut- 
tal. He desires, however, the right 
to assist Great Britain out of stocks 
now on hand or on order, and this 
proposed right remains intact 
within the monetary limit fixed by 
the House amendment. 

As the testimony of administra- 
tion witnesses has made clear, 
merely to grant a credit to Great 
Britain, to enable her to continue 
placing orders with American man- 
ufacturers, would not serve the 
purpose of aiding her to weather 
the crisis which administration 
spokesmen have predicted she will 
face in the next 60 to 90 days. For 
this crisis she needs more than 
credits: she needs goods which can 
only be supplied out of United 
States military and naval stocks 
alreatly or soon to be produced,

I do 
not want to close‘the door to giv- 
ing England aid she may vitally 
need.” iIn opposition is the pro- 
posal of the minority of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee ‘to re- 
quire the President to get the spe- 
cific approval of Congress before 
transferring any vessel of the 
United States Navy. 


Clark’s Clash With Stimson. 
The minority of this committee 
sought also to prohibit the use of 
our ports as repair bases for bel- 
ligerent ships. Senator Clark of 
Missouri, a leader of the opposition 
to the bill, had this matter up with 
Secretary of War Stimson when 
the latter appeared before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee. 
The Secretary testified that the use 
which the President would make of 
the proposed power to let foreign 
vessels put into our yards for re- 
pairs “would be one way of insur- 
ing that war be kept away from 
the United States.” This would 
be true because we should thus be 
aiding “the fleet which is keeping 
war away.” Senator Clark de- 
murred. It seemed to him that to 
allow warships to refit in our ports 
would be “to invite war to our 
doorstep.” 

The opposition has made a good 
deal of the expression, “notwith- 
standing the provisions of any 
other law,” in the section permit- 
ting the President to manufacture 
or otherwise procure defense ar- 
ticles for other countries. Senator 
Clark contended, in his cross-exam- 
ination of Secretary Stimson, that 
this language could justifiably be 
construed as a repealer of the 
Walsh-Healey Act, the Wagner Act 
and other laws beneficial to labor. 
Secretary Stimson—as one lawyer 
to another—sharply dissented. The 
language in question, he said, clear- 
ly applied only to laws with which 
the proposed act was in conflict. 
The majority report on the bill 
from the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee takes the same position. 
Laws touching the'rights of labor, 
such as the Wagner Act, are “in no 
way affected by this bill,” says the 
report, nor is any discretion granted 
the President “to waive domestic 
legislation of the kind mentioned.” 

Opposition Cries “Hysteria.” 

The opposition has accused ad- 
ministration witnesses of “hysteria” 
in their references to the danger to 
the United States from a German 
victory. Gen. Wood, among others, 
addressed himself to this subject 
in his testimony before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. A 
Brigadier General in the World 
War, the witness said he based his 
testimony on knowledge of the dif- 
ficulties of transport and supply 
gained as a general staff officer 
with the A. E. F., and as acting 
quartermaster general of the 
United States Army in 1918-19. He 
is now chairman of the board of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co.

Gen. Wood's statement did not go

Gen. Wood said that “if we are to 
throw open the doors of our Treas- 
ury to Britain, it seems only fair 
that all British resources in this 
country be liquidated.” He-declared 
that certain large British holdings 
did not appear in the figures given 
the Senate committee by Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau. 
Against Gen. Wood’s statement is 
that of Mr. Morgenthau that all 
British investments and properties 
in the United States are being’ 
“put on the auction block” to pay 
for arms orders already placed in 
this country. Senators friendly to 
the bill pointed out that one of the 
companies mentioned by Gen. 
Wood — Lever Brothers, a large 
soap corporation—was specifically 
included in the Morgenthau Mast. 

Gen. Wood stuck to his conten- 
tion that the estimate placed by 
Secretary Morgenthau on’ British 
holdings in this country was too 
low, though he said he couldn’t 
prove it. 

Gen. Wood said that if the bill 
should be enacted it was “possible” 
that the United: States would be 
“actively involved in the war in the 
next 90 days.”

‘ Lindbergh’s Testimony. 

The views of Col. Lindbergh, as 
already stated, are at the opposite 
pole from those of the admiristra- 
tion. His testimony before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
aside from that of a technical na- 
ture, may be summarized as foi- 
lows: It was a mistake in the first 
place for the United States to aid 
Great Britain; further aid could 
only prolong the war. In the pres- 
ent state of the world he helieved 
it was the duty of the United 
States not to “cry down talk of 
peace.” The best outcome of the 
war for the United States would be 
a “negotiated peace.” He saw the 
pending bill as “one more step away 
from democracy and one more step 
toward war.” He thought the 
United States “strong enough to 
maintain our way of life” no mat- 
ter what the results of the war. 
The United States, he said, encour- 
aged England and France to go to 
war when they were unprepared. 
We promised them help, he assert- 
ed. - Reminded that the war started 
before our repeal of the arms em- 
bargo, he replied that both England 
and France had been given to un- 
derstand that the right to buy arms 
in the United States would be grant- 
ed them. He said that without this 
assurance “adjustments would have 
been made in Europe which would 
have postponed and perhaps avert- 
ed the war.” He wanted neither 
side to win the war, the blame for 
which was about equally divided 
between the two sides. Not all the 
combined strength of the United 
States and Britain, he thought, 
could conquer the Nazis “on the 
present basis.” | 

But the views of Col. Lindbergh 
are extreme. Most of those who 
are opposing the bill are in favor, 
outwardly at least, of aid to Eng- 
land. It is the power proposed to 
be conferred on the President to 
which objection mainly is taken. 
The issue is yet to be fought out in 
the Senate, where a debate com- 
parable in interest and importance 
to that over the League of Nations 
is in prospect.

ROOSEVELT SAYS 


Prepared’ President Tells 
Boys on Radio—Walter 


Head Speaks. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 
America’s Boy Scouts heard their 
honorary president, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, declare tonight that the 
nation had adopted the scout motto, 
“Be prepared,” for a national pol- 
icy, since “the United States must 
be strong if our free way of life is 
to be maintained.” 


Participating in commemoration 
of the thirty-first anniversary of| 
the founding of the Boy Scouts or- 
President Roosevelt 
spoke over three ‘radio networks 
from the White House. More than 
1,500,000 scouts Mave been celebrat- 
ing the anniversary all week with 
special activities. 

Walter W. Head, Boy Scouts 
president, reported that 1,301,873 
boys and men were affiliated with 
the scout movement. (Head, a 
St. Louisan, is president of Gen- 
eral American Life Insurance Co.) 

Text of Address. 

The text of the President’s ad- 
dress: 

“Fellow Scouts: 

“The record of your achievements 
during the past year, as reported 
by Mr. Head, is something of 
which we can all be proud. I am 
most favorably impressed with the 
scope and magnitude of the emer- 
gency service training program 
ncw being developed by the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

“The Boy Scouts of today are ap- 
proaching manhood at a grave 
hour in the world’s history. Recent 
events have threatened the secur- 
ity of free men everywhere; and 
the Democratic way of life is be- 
ing challenged in many parts of 
the: world, The United States must 
be strong if our free way of life 
is to be maintained and for our 
national policy we, as a nation,| 
have adopted the motto of the 
Boy Scout organization—Be Pre- 
pared. 
“Dedicated to Citizenship.” 

“In many ways the Boy Scouts 
have sought to emulate the deeds 
of the early American pioneers who 
subdued the wilderness and estab- 
lished on a new found continent 
a better human society. But it is 
not primarily for mere physical 
feats that the Boy Scout move- 
ment has won the high praise and 
the esteem of the American peo- 
ple. It is rather because the Boy 
Scouts have dedicated themselves 
to the development of those quali- 
ties of character and citizenship 
upon which the future of our 
democracy rests. 

“In this grave hour, national de- 
fense dominates the heart and mind 
and soul of America. The Govern- 
ment must take the major responsi- 
bility since it alone represents all 
of the people acting in concert. 
But the Government cannot and 
should not preempt those fields 
of private endeavor which have be- 
come an indispensable part of life 
in America.

How Hill Folk Feel.

fight each other so fiercely that 
ifrauds cannot be committed. The 
few whose votes can be bought are 
suspected of taking money from 
both sides and voting as they 
please.

No Special Training. 

Winant has had no special train- 
ing for his new position if one ac- 
cepts the classic definition of diplo- 
macy as “exalted haggling, con- 
ducted with an amazing disregard 
for the ordinary standards of 
morality but with the most ex- 
quisite politeness and in accord- 
ance with ever more and more 
elaborate rules.” His lack of the 
customary background has been 
partly responsible for reports that 
an American Minister to London, 
presumably a business man or & 
lawyer, would be sent later to take 
charge of the technical work of the 
Embassy -while the Ambassador 
would be the American spokesman 
and intermediary on questions of 
high policy, an assignment for 
which he is better qualified. 

Although Winant speaks of him- 
self as a Yankee, he was born in 
New York City and remained there 
until he was 14 years old, when he 
went to exclusive St. Paul’s Pre 
paratory School at Concord, the pic- 
turesque capital of New Hampshire, 
He fell in love with its broad, 
shady streets and the Merrimack 
River and after he was graduated 
from Princeton, he returned to 
teach history and political science 
at his old school. 

Legislature and Army. 

To get first-hand acquaintance 
with the subjects he was teaching, 
he ran for, the New Hampshire 
House of Representatives as a Re- 
publican and was elected. He did 
not remain for the entire session 
because of the World War. When 
he tried to enlist in this country 
he was rejected because of his poor 
eyes, so he went to Paris at his 
own expense and enlisted as a pri- 
yate in the air corps. By the end 
of the war he was a captain of an 
observation squadron and had had 
several crack-ups but no injuries. 

He returned to this country and 
married Miss Russell, whom he had 
met in Paris. They now have three 
children, one girl and two boys. 
Back in his beloved Concord, 
whére he bought a home and later 
a farm, he returned to his teaching 
—he was promoted to assistant 
head of St. Paul’s—and his legis 
lative career. He was elected to 
the Senate in 1921 but returned to 
the House in 1923. 

Defeat of Frank Knox in 1974.

Test of AFL Stand on 
Racketeering Likely in 
Brooklyn Dispute Over 
Business Agent. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP).—A 
test of the American Federation 
of Labor’s anti-racketeering reso- 


lution apPeared likely tonight with 
the disclosure that the executive 
board of the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers, Decorators and Paperhangers 
had threatened to revoke the char- 
ter of its Brooklyn district council 
unless Jacob Wellner, a former 
convict, was reinstated as business 
agent. 

Wellner, who was convicted of 
attempted extortion in 1935 and 
served 19 months in jail, was oust- 
ed by the district council last Octo- 
ber after a union trial. He was 
charged with bringing racketeers 
and gangsters into the organiza- 
tion. 

Wellner’s contention that the 
trial was a “mockery” and that 
he was entitled to the position to 
which he was elected last June 
was upheld two weeks ago by the 
union’s executive board, and the 
district council was told to rein- 
state Wellner or lose its charter. 
The district council voted to stand 
by its expulsion. 

A motion to vacte a temporary 
injunction obtained by the district 
council restraining Wellner from 
acting as business agent will be ar- 
gued in Wellner’s behalf in Brook- 
lyn Supreme Court Tuesday. 

Sam Freeman, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Brooklyn group, quoted 
William Green, AFL president, as 
saying the Wellner case would 
come before the AFL’s quarterly 
executive council meeting Monday 
in Miami. 

The anti-racketeering resolution, 
adopted by the AFL last November 
at its New Orleans convention, em- 
powered the executive council to 
apply “all its influence” to obtain 
the removal of officials found 
guilty of using their union posts 
for personal gain where the na- 
tional or international union in- 
volved “seemingly evades its re- 
sponsibility.” 


MEXICO AND U, S. AGREEMENT 
ON ALL PROBLEMS PREDICTED 


Official Announcement Follows 
Confirmation Expropriated Oil 
Firms Seek Settlement. 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 8 (AP). — 
A Government announcement said 
tonight the United States and 
Mexico probably would announce 
mext week an agrement settling 
all major problems between the two 
nations. 

The announcement was made 
when it was confirmed here that 
Standard Oil of New Jersey and 
the British-controlled Royal Dutch 
Shell Oil Co. and Mexican Eagle

LAID 10 RADIO BEAM 


‘Malfunctioning’ Reported by 
Aeronautics Board — 10 
Were Killed,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8. (AP).— 


| |The Civil Aeronautics Board said 


today that “malfunctioning” of the 
Salt Lake City radio range was 
the probable cause of the crash of a 
United Air Lines plane near Cen- 
terville, Utah, last Nov. 4, which 
resulted in the death of seven pas- 


jsengers and three crew members. 


The plane crashed about 12 miles 
northeast of Salt Lake City on the 
west side of Bountiful Peak, one of 
the mountains forming the 
Wasatch mountain range: Capt. 
Howard M. Fey was the officer in 
command of the plane. 
“Substantial contributing factors” 
to the accident, the board said, 
were: 

1, Failure of the communications 
operators at Tintic, Plymouth and 
Salt Lake City, “whose duty it was 
to monitor the range, to detect its 
malfunctioning and immediately no- 
tify those concerned.” 

2. The failure of the pilot “to 
follow to the fullest extent estab- 
lished radio range technique in ac- 
cordance With ‘the requirements of 
the procedure established by Unit- 
ed and approved by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration. 

The board recommended that 
study be made by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration of the com- 
ponents of the Salt Lake City 
range “in order to determine the 
reason for the demonstrated’ ef- 
fects of particular atmospheric. con- 
ditions upon the functioning of the 
range; and that the knowledge 


from such study be used 
to improve the stability of the Salt 


\Lake range and any other’ range 


where similar conditions exist.”

OT long ago, Sergt. Ronald J. 
Nschumacner, of the Polite De- 

partment, in charge of traffic 
education, had the day off, and at 
the breakfast table that morning 
Sergt. Schumacher’s wife said’ to 
their 5-year-old son, “Look, honey, 
this man is your daddy. Better 
take a good look at him because he 
won't be home long.” , 

That remark, made in a joking 
way, set Sergt. Schumacher think- 
ing and with the records of his 
activities over the past three years, 
he sat down and counted up just 
how many speeches he had made 
over that period of time. The total 
—1701 safety talks in 36 months— 
surprised even the Sergeant him- 
self. 

“If those 1701 talks on safety 
have meant the saving of even one 
life, I’m gatisfied,” Sergt. Schu- 
macher, a big, pleasant fellow who 
lives, eats, talks and breathes traf- 
fic safety, told me the other day. 
“But I can’t be sure. All I can do is 
keep plugging away on the subject.” 

It was in the fall of 1937, after

the Police Department, that Sergt. 


Schumacher asked Maj. A. B. Lam- 
bert, president of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, to let him start 
a sort of one-man traffic education 
campaign. 

“I had had the idea for a long 
time,” the Sergeant explains, “for 
years in fact, ever since one Christ- 
mas eve when it fell my duty to, 
break the news to a mother that 
her little boy had just been killed 
in a traffic accident. The mother 
was trimming the Christmas tree 
when I walked in and I was never 
able to look at a Christmas tree 
after that without thinking of that 
mother and her little boy lying 
dead in the street. The idea that 
I wanted to do something to help 
prevent such tragedies kept bother- 
ing me until finally in 1937 I was 
given the job I’ve got now, of try- 
ing to make people safety con- 
scious.” | 

In the fall of 1937 Sergt. Schu- 
macher started out with a whirl- 
wind coverage of the 211 grade 
schools then open in St. Louis and 
soon he was making speeches night 
and day. Parent-teachers organi- 
zations wanted him. Churches 
asked for him. Business firms asked 
him to address the drivers of their 
trucks. Each year the number of 
safety talks increased until last 
year the total grew to 596. And 
in*addition Sergt. Schumacher has 
participated in the “Safety Brigade 
Program” broadcast every Satur- 
day afternoon over KMOX for the 
past two and one-half years and 
for the past 73 consecutive weeks 
he has had his own program en- 
titled “So It Can’t Happen to You?” 
on KXOK each Saturday evening. 

“Traffic engineers are always 
talking about the three ‘E’s’ of safe- 
ty—engineering, education and en- 
forcement,” explains Sergt. Schu- 
macher, “but there’s another big 
‘E’—enthusiasm—that means a lot 
in any safety program. And that 
enthusiasm, to be supplied to Mr. 
and Mrs. John Q. Public, is what I 
try to whip up. If we can get the 
people of St. Louis aroused, as the 
public of Kansas City is, over traf- 
fic safety, we will have gone a long 
way. As it is, nine out of 10 St. 
Louis drivers just don’t think about 
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safety at all. Unconsciously, they 
take the attitude, as individuals, of 
‘it can’t happen to me.’” 


Sergt. Schumacher takes no pe- 


dantic tone in his safety lectures. . 


He tries, instead, to make his talks 
genuinely interesting and often 
draws on his many years as a mo- 
torcycle patrolman for little stories 
to keep his audiences listening. One 
story he delights in telling concerns

him to hand him a traffic ticket, 
the man turned to his 16-year-old 
son sitting beside him on the front 
seat and said, “Son, I'll bet if I put 
up a good story about the number 
of years I’d been driving without 
an arrest, I could talk this officer 
out of this ticket.

“Correct habits in driving and 
walking are not hard to form,” says 
Sergt. Schumacher, “and with a 
good jaywalking ordinance to back 
up the officers and with a little 
pedestrian education, the people of

Young Roland’s 
ambition at present is to grow up 
enough to be able to wear a white 
belt and belong to the school traf- 
fic patrol, and when Roland is 
out ‘walking with his mother it is 
he who takes her by the hand and 
leads her safely across the street. 
When traffic fatalities go up, 
such as they did in the first month 
of this new year, Sergt. Schu- 
macher doesn’t get discouraged. He 
just redoubles his efforts and tries 
to put more pep into his school 
lectures and radio talks. He real- 
izes that a lot of people switch 
off his radio safety programs, but 
he counts as well worth his efforts 
those people he does reach. 
“Some people do listen to what 
I have to say,” he grins, “because 
not long ago I made the state- 
ment that it takes 1700 nuts to 
hold an automobile together, but 
it only takes one nut—behind the 
wheel—to tear it apart. I got a 
terrific response to that.”

DIAGNOSIS: First, misguided 
parents must stop being so overly 
solicitous about their newly married 
children. It doesn’t hurt a young

parental luxuries for a few years. Many parents think it ter- 
rible if their children set up housekeeping in a two-room apart- 
ment or small cottage. 

But it is far more fun to build up a home of one’s own, 
even though small, than to share parental quarters. You can 
quickly appreciate this psychological point by remembering how 
a little girl reacts to two dolls. She ‘will often show far more 
love and affection for the poor old rag doll that she has helped 
sew together and care for, than she will for an expensive new 
china doll which is a birthday or Christmas gift.

or long ago, Sergt. Ronald J. 
Nscnumacner, of the Polite De- 

partment, in charge of traffic 
education, had the day off, and at 
the breakfast table that morning 
Sergt. Schumacher’s wife gaid' to 
their 5-year-old son, “Look, honey, 
this man is your daddy. Better 
take a good look at him because he 
won't be home long.” 

That remark, made in a joking 
way, set Sergt. Schumacher think- 
ing and with the records of his 
activities over the past three years, 
he sat down and counted up just 
how many speeches he had made 
over that period of time. The total 
—1701 safety talks in 36 months— 
surprised even the Sergeant him- 
self. 

“If those 1701 talks on safety 
have meant the saving of even one 
life, I’m gatisfied,” Sergt. Schu- 
macher, a big, pleasant fellow who 
lives, eats, talks and breathes traf- 
fic safety, told me the other day. 


“But I can’t be sure. All I can do is 


keep plugging away on the subject.” 

It was in the fall of 1937, after 
spending the better part of 11 years 
jockeying a motorcycle around for 
the Police Department, that Sergt. 
Schumacher asked Maj. A. B. Lam- 
bert, president of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, to let him start 
a sort of one-man traffic education 
campaign. 

“I had had the idea for a long 
time,” the Sergeant explains, “for 
years in fact, ever since one Christ- 


mas eve when it fell my duty to, 


break the news to a mother that 
her little boy had just been killed 
in a traffic accident. The mother 
was trimming the Christmas tree 
when I walked in and I was never 
able to look at a Christmas tree 
after that without thinking of that 
mother and her little boy lying 
dead in the street. The idea that 
I wanted to do something to help 
prevent such tragedies kept bother- 
ing me until finally in 1937 I was 
given the job I’ve got now, of try- 
ing to make people safety con- 
scious.” 

In the fall of 1937 Sergt. Schu- 
macher started out with a whirl- 
wind coverage of the 211 grade 
schools then open in St. Louis and 
soon he was making speeches night 
and day. Parent-teachers organi- 
zations wanted him. Churches 
asked for him. Business firms asked 
him to address the drivers of their 
trucks. Each year the number of 
safety talks increased until last 
year the total grew to 596. And 
in‘addition Sergt. Schumacher has 
participated in the “Safety Brigade 
Program” broadcast every Satur- 
day afternoon over KMOX for the 
past two and one-half years and 
for the past 73 consecutive weeks 
he has had his own program en- 
titled “So It Can’t Happen to You?” 
on KXOK each Saturday evening. 

“Traffic engineers are always 
talking about the three ‘E’s’ of safe- 
ty—engineering, education and en- 
forcement,” explains Sergt. Schu- 
macher, “but there’s another big 
‘E’—enthusiasm—that means a lot 
in any safety program. And that 
enthusiasm, to be supplied to Mr. 
and Mrs. John Q. Public, is what I 
try to whip up. If we can get the 
people of St. Louis aroused, as the 
public of Kansas City is, over traf- 
fic safety, we will have gone 2 long 
way. As it is, nine out of 10 St. 
Louis drivers just don’t think about

safety at all. Unconsciously, they 
take the attitude, as individuals, of 
‘it can’t happen to me.’” 


Sergt. Schumacher takes no pe-

He tries, instead, to make his talks 
genuinely interesting and often 
draws on his many years as a mo- 
torcycle patrolman for little stories 
to keep his audiences listening. One 
story he delights in telling concerns 
@ man who “rar” a stop sign and 
when Sergt. Schumacher stopped 
him to hand him a traffic ticket, 
the man turned to his 16-year-old 
son sitting beside him on the front 
seat and said, “Son, I'll bet if I put 
up a good story about the number 
of years I’d been driving without 
an arrest, I could talk this officer 
out of this ticket. But I’m not go- 
ing to. I ran through that stop 
sign because of carelessness and 
lack of attention. I might have 
caused an accident, and I deserve a 
ticket.”

lap of the parents.” Often he has 
noticed children playing in the 
street while their parents. sat on 
the front porth watching them play. 
And when hejcalled the parents’ 
attention to the danger, their reply 
was that there was no danger while 
they kept an eye on the kids. 
“They don’t realize,” he explains, 
“that a car rounding the corner at 
25 or 30 miles an hour could run 
down, one of the children before 
the parents could move an inch.” 


Sergt. Schumacher has analyzed 
our various traffic ordinances and 
he believes St. Louis needs a new 
jaywalking ordinance “with teeth 
in it” to replace the one now in ef- 
fect. The present ordinance says 
only that a person must place him- 
self in such a position in a public 
roadway so as to create a hazard 
to be subject to arrest. And just 
when a person is “creating a haz- 
ard” is not always easy to deter- 
mine. 

“Correct habits in driving and 
walking are not hard to form,” says 
Sergt. Schumacher, “and with a 
good jaywalking ordinance to back 
up the officers and with a little 
pedestrian education, the people of 


St. Louis would soon find good 
walking habits second nature.” 


Another of St. Louis’ traffic 


\problems on which Sergt. Schu- 


macher dwells is the motorists’ 
habit of hugging the white line in 
the middle of the street. The law 
requires that motorists drive as 
near “as cal” to the right 
hand curb, but St. Loufsans, Sergt. 
Schumacher says, create a terri- 
fic safety hazard by their failure 
to observe this law. He also favors 

a single stringent driver’s license 
—* with a physical examination 
for applicants and a 25-mile-per- 
hour night speed limit.

S66 UT most of all we need pub- 
c enthusiasm on safety,” h 
says. “Until the public is con- 
scious, aroused, and pepped up over 
the idea of safety, the struggle for 
traffic safety will be hard going.” 

Next to Sergt. Schumacher, St. 
Louis’ greatest safety enthusiast 
is the Sergeant’s five-year-old son, 
Roland Forrest. Young Roland's 
ambition at present is to grow up 
enough to be able to wear a white 
belt and belong to the school traf- 
fic patrol, and when Roland is 
out ‘walking with his mother it is 
he who takes her by the hand and 
leads her safely across the street. 


When traffic fatalities go up, 
such as they did in the first month 
of this new year, Sergt. Schu- 
macher doesn’t get discouraged. He 
just redoubles his efforts and tries 
to put more pep into his school 
lectures and radio talks. He real- 
izes that a lot of people switch 
off his radio safety programs, but 
he counts as well worth his efforts 
those people he does reach. 

“Some people do listen to what 
I have to say,” he grins, “because 
not long ago I made the state- 
ment that it takes 1700 nuts to 
hold an automobile together, but 
it only takes one nut—behind the 
wheel—to tear it apart. I got a 
terrific response to that.”

To hear him tell it, he just drifted 
from job to job after several years 
on the staff of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, until finally without 
rhyme or reason he found his by-line 
on stories in The New Yorker, Sat- 
urday Evening Post, Life, and other 
nationally circulated 
zines. It’s just that simple. Try 
it some time when you want to 
reduce. . 


In the course of his years as a 


contributor to magazines, specializ- 
ing in biographical stories about

people, the name Jack Alexander 
has become almost as familiar to 
the reading public as are some of 
the personalities he describes, The 
public has seen his name more 
than once, for example, on the out-

A native Missourian, Jack sur- 
vived a childhood in Wheaton and 
Vinita Park, attended St. Louis 
University High and St. Louis Uni- 
versity, served a newspaper appren- 
ticeship on the St. Louis Star 
and, in 1923, changed to the 
Post-Dispatch where he remained 
until 1930. Then he drifted to New 
York for no other reason as far as 
he can recall than to carry on a 
campaign against parsley and to 
continue his inquiry into why dum- 
my clocks at jewelers’ shops are al- 
ways set at 8:20. He detests parsley 
but is not opposed to the clocks, 
just curious. 


“My life has always had direc- 
tion,” Alexander told this corre- 
spondent, “but I have never been 
able to determine just which way.” 

Early in his youth, Alexander 
realized that he “had the knack of 
stringing works together,” to use 
his own expression, and having a 
distinct aversion to physical effort 
he decided to try newspaper work. 
It was a natural path for him, any- 
way, because he was drifting in 
the wake of his older brothers, 
chubby, ruddy-faced Roy, now as- 
sociate editor of Time Magazine, 
and Cal, now the Rev. Father Cal- 
vert Alexander, editor in New York 
of “Jesuit Missions,” a monthly 
magazine. 

E. Roy Alexander, eldest of the 
three, was for many years on the 
staff of the Post-Dispatch, and was 


* assistant city editor when he went 


to Time in 1939. Before beginning 
preparation for the Jesuit order at 
St. Louis University, Father Alex- 
ander was a reporter for the 
Globe-Democrat and later for the 
Star, and at one time all three 
were on that newspaper, Roy a 
rewrite man, Cal covering City 
Hall, and Jack, at Clayton Court- 
house. 

At the Post-Dispatch, Jack be- 
gan in the sports department, re- 
porting and writing about munici- 
pal baseball and later wrestling. 


x *« * 

ETICENT to the point of shy- 
R ness, he had few intimates even 

among the men with whom he 
came in daily contact. Without 
standing aside, he remained aloof 
and personally obscure, distin- 
guised only by his colorful copy. 
He was affable in manner, but his 
natural reserve was such that con- 
versation with casual acquaint- 
ances occasionally lagged. Much 
work and little play during this in- 
terval deceived some into thinking 
that Jack was a dull boy. At the 
typewriter, however, this embar- 
rassment fell from him and his 
gifts of written expression came 
into full power. 

For example, he could never quite 
bring himself to the point of ask- 
ing orally for a raise, but he would 
drop a pointed memorandum on his 
editor’s desk that usually turned 
the trick. Once in recent years, on 
the same train with Mrs. Roosevelt, 
he couldn’t summon up the courage 
to speak to her directly, but sent 
her a note that led to her “insist- 
ence that he join her at luncheon. 
Even so, he couldn’t bring himself 
to meet her, and he finally got off 
the train without having kept the 
luncheon engagement. Despite the 
long list of nationally prominent 
persons he has interviewed, he has 
never become completely self as- 
sured in conversation, but this 
doesn’t cramp his style when he 
writes about them, as witness the 
opening paragraph of his essay on 
Mayor Hague of New Jersey: 

“The Hon. Frank Hague, the per- 
petual Mayor of Jersey City, is 
perhaps the most eminent mugg in 
the United States.” 


When traveling with the St. Louis 
Browns, he didn’t have the nerve 
to ask Editor Wray to be relieved 
of the assignment, but wrote in 
one of his stories that the poor 
showing of the team led some news- 
their 
sports editors would order them 
home. His distaste for that work 
was due largely to loneliness. He 
liked the ball players but was never 
able to make the move that would 
lead to companionship. He had 
only a nodding acquaintanceship 
with George Sisler. To this day, he 
recalls the sight of the players, sit- 
ting night after night in a hotel lob- 
by, doing nothing. He has always 
wondered what they were thinking

about. At the time, he just couldn’t 
bring himself to ask. 


Before Alexander left the 
Post-Dispatch, he had worked di- 
rectly under five editors in vir- 
tually every editorial department of 
the newspaper. These editors he 
calls the faculty that prepared him 
for a degree. “The degree” is found 
in an introduction by Clifton Fadi- 
man, literary critic of the New 
Yorker, in an anthology of New 
York profiles of the last 13 years: 


“Today we can read them for 
fun,” Fadiman set forth, for their 
neat, precise wit, for their perfectly 
culled anecdotes, for the very real 
distinction of style one finds in 
Janet Flanner, Alva Johnston, Jack 
Alexander, Wolcott Gibbs and oth- 
ers.” 


‘Tt goes without saying that one 
of Alexander’s “profiles” was in- 
cluded in the carefully selected 


group. 

When Jack drifted away from the 
Post-Dispatch in 1930 for no partic- 
ular reason save restlessness, he 
headed for New York, principally, 


he said, because he had an auto- 
mobile, $200, and some of his old 
Post-Dispatch associates already 
were there. He began a search for 
a job, and nearly landed one on the 
old World just before it suspended 
publication. Although he had never 
written a news headline, he was 
hired for the copy desk of the New- 
ark Star-Eagle at $50 a week, but 
they. found him out in three days 
and he was fired. Soon thereafter 
he went to work for the City News 
Bureau and, two years later, for 
the New York Daily News, 


The turning point in his career 
came while he was doing rewrite 
for the News, He was writing a 
story from day.to day on the Cele- 
brated Creighton poisoning case, 
based on material phoned to him 
by the reporter in the field. The 
reporter frequently submitted facts 
and observations not deemed suit- 
able for newspaper publication. 


Alexander saved his notes. When 
news interest in the story was at 
an end, he wrote the New Yorker, 
then edited by Stanley Walker 
(whom Alexander frequently had 
asked for a job when Walker was 
city editor of the Herald-Tribune) 
suggesting a story on the poison- 
ing case. Walker declined the sug- 
gestion, but offered a “profile” as- 
signment. 


Jack agreed to the proposition, 
and for six months gathered ma- 
terial for his first magazine story, 
the personality sketch of Jimmy 
Hines, New York politician then 
facing trial on criminal charges. It 
attracted national attention. The 
New Yorker offered him a place on 
the staff and Jack, with misgiv- 
ings, left the field of his first suc- 
cess, the newspaper offices.

As to the future, Jack said he 
had no more plans than on the 
day he joined the Post-Dispatch 
staff. His basic principles remain 
unchanged and soft living has not 
undermined his determination to 
eliminate parsley from the national 
diet and to discover why the clocks 
are fixed at 8:20. He likes the 
country but lives in Manhattan, 
moving back after a sojourn in 
Connecticut because it was so quiet 
he was unable to work. Also he 
missed Chinese food, so fasci- 
nating to him that his bi-weekly 
indulgences approach gluttony.

OMETHING very exciting is 
S happening in American design 

today! We have had some indi- 
cation, during the past few years 
that something was brewing in the 
field of decoration in this country 
and now, finally, it is beginning to 
burst upon us as a futl-fledged 
trend. And, because it is a trend 
that, I am convinced, will prove a 
most important one for some time 
to come, I would like to go into it 
rather thoroughly. 


Just what is this new trend? It 
is the awakening of designers to 
the realization that we have a fer- 
tile field of inspiration in our own 
native American arts and crafts. 
We have a heritage from the past 
to draw upon that could prove a 
more suitable background for our 
lives than the European sources 
that have heretofore had so much 
influence upon us. 


Needless to say, there are various 
reasons for the sudden awakening 
of this American consciousness 
among designers and decorators. 
Undoubtedly, one of the most im- 
portant factors is that the design- 
ers have been thrown more and 
more upon their own resources due 
to the war in Europe and the fact 
that no longer is much merchan- 
dise being imported from abroad. 
In a way, this has proved an excel- 
lent thing, for it has permitted our 
designers to take their own place 
in the sun. The public, instead of 
demanding the latest European im- 
port, has been not only willing but 
pleased to accept what has been 
created and made in this country. 


oe eS 


Another important influence in 
the growth of this trend has 
been its fostering by various or- 
ganizations. Of incalculable a‘d 
has been the excellent work done 
by the WPA in their Index of 
American design. Through their 
searching out and recording of 
authentic American designs and 
articles of household use, they 
have brought to light a wealth of 
material that can prove of in- 
spiration to the designers. Then, 
too, many of our museums, nota- 
bly the Metropolitan and the 
Museum of Modern Art, both in 
New York, have done much _ to 
give this trend an impetus by the 
type of exhibits they have fos- 
tered. These have included ex- 
hibits both of early American 
source material and the last 
word in contemporary industrial 
design. Finally, many large in- 
dustrial firms, as well as schools 
and colleges, have offered sub- 
stantial prizes as a means of in- 
spiring good design among pres- 
ent-day artists. 

we. | 
@ NOW, JUST what are these 
sources of American design that 
are going to have such a strong in- 
fluence on the present-day deco- 
rating scene? Well, we can go back 
as far as those first Americans, 
the Indians, for our searching out 
of purely native design. I person- 
ally feelethat these Indian designs 
are going to prove a fertile field 
of inspiration to designers in the 
future. These designs, which have 
been kept alive and virtually intact 
by the survivors of that rather ne- 
glected race, have a _ simplicity 
and honesty of feeling that might 
well be adopted by our designers 
today. And with the present trend, 
growing all the time, of a return to 
a more simple way of life and 
even an appreciation of handicrafts, 
these designs may well fit into the 


picture. 
x * * 


Next, we must look back over 
the history of America and the 
various races that have brought 
their cultures to this country, to 
understand what a rich field we 
have to draw from. The English, 
the nch, the Spanish, the 
Dutch, the Swedish people and 
the Germans, all brought their 
native crafts and household goods 
with them and then adapted these 
designs to the type of life they 
were to live in this new country, 
where they were to make their 
homes. Think what a wealth of 
different types of culture and de- 
sign we have to draw on! To 
mention only a few, there is the 
Shaker furniture, the gaily paint- 
ed chests of the Pennsylvania 
Dutch, Indian pottery, New Eng- 
land needlework, Sandwich glass 
and New Orleans wrought iron. 

x *« * 

AND SO, what does this all 
add up to, in the way of the future 
of design and decoration in Amer- 
ica? Well, I believe it is going to 
lead to two important new trends. 
First and by far the most interest- 
ing, to my way of thinking, is the 
revival of interest in decoration of 
authentic early American design. 
Already, many of the furniture 
manufacturers are featuring pieces 
that would have been at ease in the 
homes of our ancestors. Such in-

: Recipes Which Call for Inexpensive Cuts of Meat

XPENSIVE cuts of meat are 
EF not necessarily the best eating. 

Famous chefs, such as Charles 
Perraudin of Rector’s and Hip- 
polyte Arnion of the Cafe de Paris 
in Paris, would prefer a fine rag- 
out made from the brisket, chuck 
or short ribs of beef, rather than 
a filet of Mignon or a sirloin steak. 
During the many years I ate with 
French chefs and cooks I do not 
recall one instance when an ex- 
pensive cut of meat was placed be- 
fore us. 

The other day, when I was in 
Chicago, I called at the offices of 
the American Meat Institute, which 
by the way, is doing a#plendid job 
in familiarizing the housewife with 
cuts other than steaks and chops. 
While at the institute I received a 
copy of a booklet entitled “250 
Ways to Prepare Meat,” which 
held my interest until I had read 
it from cover to cover. 

The liver dumplings caught our 
fancy, as somewhere in the re- 
cesses of memory this dish seemed 
familiar..The caption did tell us, 
however, that this recipe was one 
of grandmother’s best ideas. Good 
old recipes brought up to date are 
something that we all welcome, so 
the recipe was followed and now 
I am passing. it on to you. 

The rest of the recipes were 
sélected as inexpensive home 
recipes, although I do not see any 
reason why they couldn’t be served 
to company, too.

Szigeti Soloist 
With Symphony 


OSEPH SZIGETI, playing the 
J Beethoven violin concerto, will 

be the guest artist of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra at its 
concerts on Friday afternoon and 
Saturday evening at the Opera 
House. The program, under the di- 
rection of Vladimir Golschmann, 
will repeat the Shostakovitch Fifth 
Symphony, which had a sensational 
first presentation here in December, 
and will include Mozart’s Overture 
to “The Marriage of Figaro” as its 
only other work. 


Szigeti’s last appearance with the 
St. Louis Symphony took place in 
1926, although he has been heard 
here since then in recital. The Hun- 
garian violinist has engagements 
with 15 major orchestras this sea- 
son and at the close of his tour will 
sail for Australia for appearances 
under auspices of the Australian 
Broadcasting Commission. 


A concert artist in this country 
since 1925, Szigeti also is noted for 
his efforts to popularize works of 
modern composers. Among the 
many works which have been 
dedicated to the violinist are Ernest 
Bloch’s “Nuit Exotique,” Bartok’s 
First Rhapsody, Joseph Achron’s 
“Stempenyu,” Casella’s Concerto, 
Hamilton Harty’s Concerto, Pro- 
kofieff’s “Song ‘Without Words,” 
Tansman’s “Cinq Pieces,” Temple- 
ton Strong’s “Une vie d’artiste,” and 
Eugene Yzaye’s unaccompanied So- 
nata in G Minor. Szigeti was an 
early protagonist of Prokofieff’s 
Concerto, playing it in a number of 
European cities. 


The Beethoven violin concerto 
was last played at symphony con- 
certs here by Jascha Heifetz in 
January, 1935. The masterpiece was 
composed late in 1806, and was first 
played—at sight—by Franz Clement 
at a concert in the Theatre an der 
Wien, Vienna, on Dec. 23 of the 
same year.

course, Page was ordered back 

to Canada on a recruiting drive. 
He was recruiting in Calgary in 
April, 1917, when the United States 
entered the war. Obtaining a leave 
of absence from the Canadians, he 
reported at the first Officers’ 
Training Camp at Fort Snelling, 
Minn. There were complications 
over his citizenship, and, although 
American born, he made out citizen- 
ship papers. 
At Fort Snelling, Page was senior 
instructor in cavalry tactics during 
two officers’ camps and was in 
charge of bayonet instruction for 
4000 men. His next stop was with 
the Eighty-eighth Division, then he 
Was sent to Texas as a cavalry 
troop commander. From there he 
was transferred to the field artil- 
lery at Fort Sill, Ok., where he 
was stationed when the war ended. 
Among Page’s army chums were 
Tim McCoy, wild west showman 
Tom McDonald, St. Louis attor- 
ney, and John Ney, St. Louis busi- 
ness man. Page came to St. Louis 
after the war and went into the 
automobile business. He later en- 
gaged in the same business in Flor- 
ida, but returned to St. Louis, 
and in 1933 was appointed assist- 
ant field manager of the airport. 
He obtained leave to become a 
district commander of 20 CCC 
camps for five months, and was 
appointed field manager five years 
ago. He has continued his army 
connection as a Reserve Officer 
and is commander of the 32ist 
Cavalry, Reserve. 
As boss of the airport Page com- 
bines the qualities of a paving ex- 
pert, traffic authority, good-will 
ambassador, public greeter, real es- 
tate agent, administration execu- 
tive and a diplomat. About 20 com- 
panies and organizations use the 
facilities of the airport and occa- 
sional conflicting interests have to 
be reconciled. He is employed 
and paid by the city and is in ac- 
tive charge of more than $2,000,000 
in city @roperty.
